Mr. AVellman Puts Off Voyage to the

ill Airship. 


Hammerfest, Norway, Aug. 29.— 


The following dispatch was received 
here from Walter Wellman, leader of 
the Wellman-Chicago Record-Herald 
polar expedition, at Spitsbergen: "I 
have decided not to attempt a voyage 
northward this year on account of de- 
fects in the mechanical equipment of 
my airship. According to the 
an- 


nouncement made last winter in an- 
ticipation of such possibilities, the ex- 
pedition will continue next year. My 
party is now completing a great bal- 
loon house and other features of the 
plant and making experiments with a 
view to the campaign of 1907. This 
year will be one of preparation and 
the next will be one of action. Our 
confidence of success in 1907 has been 
increased^by this seasons work and 
by our weather observations- The 
motors work well and the balloon is 
m good condition, but the car and 
mechanical equipment will be entirely 
rebuilt in Paris during the 
winter. 


The expedition will arrive here next 
May and will find everything ready. 
This year the whole summer has been 
consumed in building the plant.

Estate Trust company of 
Philadel- 


phia, which was considered one of 
the strongest financial institutions in 
the city, closed its doors, being un- 
able to meet its obligations because 
of the large amount of money loaned 
on insufficient sejcunty by its presi- 
dent, now dead. , A receiver has been 
appointed for the insittution. 


Tne liabilities are placed at 
$10,- 


000,000, against which there are quick 
assets of about fS.oOO.OOO and collat- 
eral of about $8,000,000 which is not 
negotiable or readily convertible. This 
doubtful collateral is held mostly as 
security for loans of about $5,300,000 
made to Adolf Segal, a promoter of 
this city. 


The man responsible for the failure 


was Frank K. Hippie, one of Philadel- 
phia's best known citizens, who died 
last Friday morning in his country 
home at Byrn Mawr, near here, under 
circumstances which in the light of 
recent developments lead to the sus- 
picion that he may have committed 
suicide. 


Mr. Hippie, in addition to being 


president of the Real Estate 
Trust 


company, was the treasurer of the 
board of trustees of the general as- 
sembly of. the Presbyterian church in 
the United States, and of several oth- 
er church funds, and was a director 
of the Franklin National bank. Re- 
cently Mr. Hippie's accounts with the 
Presbyterian church were examined 
and were found to be correct, but it 
cannot be stated 
positively wheth- 


er all the securities of the gen- 
eral assembly are intact 


Dr. W. H. Roberts, stated clerk of 


the general assembly of the Presby- 
terian church, was surprised at the 
news of the failure. 
In addition to 


the deposits of the general assembly, 
the Real Estate Trust company had 
about $25,000 of funds placed there 
by Dr. Roberts as stated clerk. The 
Presbyterian hospital of Philadelphia 
and the Presbyterian board of relief, 
he said, also fc-H sums of money in 
the failed bank

OKLEMENCY 


Regarded as an Important Incident 


by Both Press and Public. 


HAS NOT YIELDED RESULTS 


Revolutionary Sentiment Shows No 


Signs of 
Diminution—Earthworks 


Being Constructed For the Defense 
of the City of Pinar Del Rio—In- 
surgents Deserting and Going Home. 


Havana, Aug. 29.—In the absence of 


any news of fighting between govern- 
ment and insurgent forces 
interest 


centers in the government's offer of 
clemency to those of its enemies who 
will lay down their arms and return 
to their homes. While the prcw and 
public regard the offer as an import- 
ant incident of the conflict, the re- 
sult thus far has not been what the 
government seemed to anticipate. 
It 


is criticised especially in many quar- 
ters because it does not fix a time 
limit for the laying down of arms, 
thus giving the insurgents time to test 
their cause and still reserve the op- 
portunity to quit when satisfied there 
is no chance of success. 


The forces of the revolutionary sen- 


timent do not appear as yet to have 
greatly diminished and there are no 
signs of the laying down of arms; but 
it is too early to expect a response to 
Secretary Montalvo's order. 


The construction of the earthwoks 


for the defense of the city of Pinar 
del Rio is being pushed. It is sated 
there that a considerable number of 
insurgents have deserted and gone to 
their homes, asserting that they were 
deceived by those who induced them 
to join the revolt. 


There have been some disturbances 


and shootings at night at towns on 
the western railroad. 
. Scattering reports are coming in 
that some of the insurgents are tak- 
ing advantage of the government's of- 
fer of pardon and laying down their 
arms. 
None of the 
insurgent gen- 


erals has* yet done so. 


Veterans in the Field, 


Havana, Aug. 29. — Three hundred 


veterans, infantry and cavalry, com- 
manded by General Pereza, started 
for Batabano to cover that district. 
General Boza, commanding 100 promi- 
ment veterans, most of whom served 
oa the staff of the famous Maximo 
Gomez, started for Pinar del Rio by 
special train. Gunboats took to Bata- 
bano 200 cases of ammunition.

Railroad Officials Give Assurance of 


Their Intentions. 


Washington, Aug. 29. — There was 


a conference in this city of members 
of the interstate commerce 
commis- 


sion and representatives of the rail- 
roads and shippers of the 
country. 


The railroad officials present number- 
ed 34,- among whom were Vice Presi- 
dent Caldwell of the Lackawanna, 
Vice President Grammar of the New 
York Central, Counsel Massej- of the 
Pennsylvania, and 
General 
Counsel 


Clardy of the Missouri Pacific, while 
P. T. Bentley of Chicago, J. A. Far- 
ley of Dallas, and James Maynard of 
Knoxville, Tenn.. were 
among 
the 


speakers for 
the 
shippers. 
The 


American Shippers' association 
and 


the Illinois Manufacturers' association 
were not represented. 


The railroad representatives uni- 


formly gave assurances of their in- 
tention to fully comply with the new 
law, 
but presented their views as to 


the opeiation of certain 
provisions, 


among the points urged 
being ex- 


tension of the time in which carriers 
may file their tariffs with the com- 
mission; continuance of the present 
method of posting tariffs: objection 
to any change in export and import 
rates, pending a full hearing, and the 
absolute concurrence of all the car- 
riers interested before the establish- 
ment of joint rates.

Speaking of the Suggestions Made by 


H. M. Daugherty in His Cleveland 
Address, He Declares Senators Owe 
it to Their Friends to Fight the Mat- 
ter to p Finish. 


Akron, O., Aug. 29.—Senator Charles 


Dick, following the example of Sena- 
tor Foraker, has made 
public his 


views 
on 
the 
issues 
raised 
by 


the address of H. M. Daugherty, form- 
er chairman of the Republican state 
comm ^ee, at Cleveland last Satur- 
day, in which he urged the retirement 
of Senator Dick as chairman of the 
state executive committee and a less 
cordial indorsement of Senators For- 
aker and Dick than of President 
Roosevelt by the state convention. 
Senator Dick in his statement says: 


"Personally no one can regret more 


than I any antagonism or opposition 
toward the Ohio senators and their 
friends. Politically I am satisfied to 
know that whatever opposition there 
may be has at last found a responsi- 
ble head, and that every congressman, 
every state officer, every candidate, 
has publicly repudiated this opposi- 
tion. It has looked long and diligent- 
ly for a nurse and has sought far and 
wide to establish its paternity; but 
until last Saturday, when it was pub- 
licly adopted, it had gone about like 
an orphan seeking both sustenance 
and a patron. 


"This is not the first experience of 


the kind. Ohio Republicans had to 
decide a like controversy some years 
ago. At that time Senator Hanna was 
denounced by some as a 'rednecked 
boss;' President Roosevelt was called 
a 'Jelly fish/ and Judge Nash a 'man 
without backbone.' All these men, 
however, survived the taunts and in- 
sults of their enemies and were sus- 
tained throughout by the loyal Ohio 
Republicans^ 


"If the Ohio senators were disposed 


for any reason to retire fioin the con- 
flict they could not do so now. They 
owe it to their friends over the en- 
tire state, as "well as to themselves, to 
fight this matter to a finish. In this 
contest their friends will be found on 
one side, their enemies on the other. 
In the controversy, however, the na- 
tional administration is not involved, 
since no one opposes a strong and 
emphatic endorsement of the presi- 
dent. The whole situation has shifted 
to opposition of Ohio senators and the 
present party organization. The com- 
ing state convention, all delegates par- 
ticipating, must decide these matters 


"The Ohio senators differed from 


each other 
on several 
important 


measures before the senate, including 
the statehood1 bill, the Philippine 
tariff bill, the type.. of inter-oceanic 
canal, and the railfoad rate bill; on 
many other measures they 
were 


agreed. The fact that we entertained 
different convictions never for 
one 


moment lessened my respect for my 
colleague, never lowered my high re- 
gard for Mm as a man, and never 
invited a doubt of his loyalty to his 
party or his devotion to his country. 
I know of no reason, therefore, why 
he should not receive a strong com- 
mendation from those whom he so 
ably served."
